We have another Wiick ma»k to place to 
Ihe d«bil of ihtf Government account. Sev- 
eral noMtii* (iicice, Capt. Cooper, then a 
in inber of o»r Parliameat, introduced a bill 
prDvi'liiiR fuf an incteaw in the dues to be 
pnui pih)is. Accompanying the bill was a 
petitimi from the piloi*, prayingf thai it 
miirht puss, aiul onyauing, in case the 
Ilou^e a!>reed to the in-uasure, to kuep a 
»iiiliili(e vessel cruising ab(jut oulsido- of 
llacK Koeks, with otm or more of their num- 
ber conliiiually in her. The bill passed the 
Huu-e, not in its ofiginal form, but with 
the pi-opn.-eif scale of prices somewhat 
ameiiil"!! — and was sent to the Council — 
tha i;reiii smoiherer of every bill of utility 
passHit by Ilie loivet house this session. 
There the bill has lain ever siiioo. Not a 
word has been breathed about it by any 
member o( the Council j and we are very 
much afr lid that it has long since been sent 
to the tomb of the Capalets. 

0,i the 9th of November last, one of our 
pilots, a mi>8t worthy citizen, lo»t his life 
whilst attempting to board a di»ttessed ves- 
sel outride, in an unsuitable boat. His 
death, however, effetted nothing, althouKh 
he was clearly a martyr to the inactivity and 
inetficiency of cur Government. Two days 
agtf we chronicled the loss on Race iiocks 
of the British bark Nawnette, hearily laden 
with a full and rich cargo of goods. Had 
the Pilot Bill become a law, the deceased 
pilot might have to-day been moving abont 
as full of life and health as any of n* : and 
the ill-fated bark Nannette niif;ht have been 
di»charj:ing her cargo at one of our wharves. 

The pilots, uniler the old rule, say ttiay 
cannoi maintain a boat oulsiite, twcausethe 
remuneratiim they receive is insufficient to 
support them; and furthermore, that any 
person, whether licensed or not, can bring 
a vessel into port, or take her out again, and 
that they are lett wholly without protection ; 
in short, tlMl as pilots, tbey have the sha- 
dow without the substance." When a 
vessel is reported outside, tbey generally 
take the first boat to be obtaineti, whether 
serviceable or not, and pot out to her. By 
this course they not only endanger their own 
lives, but, in case of their inability to reach 
the vessel, which very often occurs, they 
endaimer the lives of the rrew tbey are 
seekini,' to relieve, and place niiioh val- 
Hablt' prnperly in c.Mrenie jeopardy. There 
is coii.-iderable room for improvement in 
ever) ^lovernmental department; and in 
none nioro than that of the pilots. — 
There is ri i (jues-tion, but that if the I'ilot 
Bill Iwtd eniaiiaied friun the proliflic brain 
of itii' Oici' le, it would long betore now have 
b*.'c mie a law of the land, But beoaune it 
came Irom an anti>administration member 
the cry "the Free Port must be maintained," 
was raised ; it was treated as an attempt to 
break down that admirable system, and et- 
strenuously opposed by the government; but 
finally, after a great eflbrt, it went through 
the Hou^e, only to meet, we fear, an inglo* 
rious death at the hands of the Legislative 
Council Out upon t.io system of party 
training that kills a bill merely because 
it Climes from a man who happen* to be 
inimical to the government. If a bill is 
H go 'd oni», and will provj beneficial to the 
cnliiny, I a^- it, no inalier who may bo tho 
author : and il good for nulliing, let it bo put 
oni <•! ii> ini.-'ery as soon as |)uK8ible. It is 
to the s\ .HliMn of lacluvs adopted by tho iid- 
miiHst alion party that wo are ii ilebtoil lor 
the want of a light at the entrance of tho 
harbor ; lur itie lack of a proper Kegislration 
of Vol r's Bill ; ai.d to the present ineffici- 
ency (if Ihe pilots. When wili a change b» 
made?
